At 10 o’clock the proceedings opened with 
an examination of the different medical men 
who had seen the body in its frozen condition 
as brought from the swamp. The counsel for 
the defense endeavored to extract from them 
opinions that the body had been exposed to 
the weather for a shorter space than is con- 
sistent with the theory of Birchall having 
murdered his friend the day they came west 


from Buffalo, taking the freezing condition 


of the weather into consideration. Dr. Wel- 
ford of Woodstock showed on the human 
skull positions of the two bullets on entering 
and on their discovery in the young man’s 
brain. Either would have. caused instant 
death. The counsel for the defense empha- 
sized the fact that the deceased, though a 
man of small stature, was of such muscular 
development that he was unlikely to come uff 
second best in a struggle with an opponent of 
average weight. The boots of the deceased 
were clean and marked as if from walkingover 
sharp, hard substances, whereas at the time of 
the murder, and particularly in the swamp, 
there was mud andslush. The shirt did not 
bear the appearance of having been out in a 
rain and sleet storm. 

The assessor and holders of other official 
positions about Niagara Falls testified that 
there was no truth in the prisoner’s repre- 
sentations to Englishmen that he owned an 
extensive farm and other property within their 
districts. They knew him there neither under 
his right name nor under that of Somerset. 
Meteorologists of the Dominion service were 
called to prove that here, eight mules from 
the swamp, there was between the 17th of 
February, when it is alleged the murder took 
place, and Feb. 21, when the body was found, 
soft weather, followed by rain.and sleet, and 
then winds and a light fall of drifting snow. 
This harmonizes in the main with the crown’s 
theory that the prisoner is a guilty man. 

H. Hull, a resident of Princeton, near the 
scene of the murder, told the conversation 
with Birchall when he came to identify Ben- 
well’s body, in which the prisoner lied about 
receiving a letter from his friend in London, 
forty miles west of here, and gave particulars 
of what the letter contained. He admitted 
Birchall spoke freely about his dead friend, 
and did not hesitate in identifymg him. 

Chief of Police Young of Niagara Falls 
testified that he had arrested the prisoner and 
identified Benwell’s keys, pencil case, and 
other articles found on his person. He testi- 
fied that Birchall when arrested in bed 


Feb. 28 did not ask what the charge against 


him was or make any comment. The re- 
mainder ot. the evidence was devoted to prove 
that Birchall had been seen in and about the 
swamp hunting small game, and that he knew 
it well. One witness swore that he had seen 
Birchall within ten rods of the spot where the 
body was found. 

The case is expected to last to the end of 
the week and perhaps longer. 

An important discovery in the Birchall case 
was made today by Government Detective 
Murray. A sensation was made after Ben- 
well’s body was identified by the discovery of 
the entry F. C. Benwell on the register 
of the Commercial Hotel, Brantford, 
Ont., date of Jan. 13. The coinci- 
dence of the names was remarkable, and 
Birchall’s lawyers relied upon the circum- 
stance in shaking the crown’s case. Today

death. The hemorrhage was in such a place 
that the flow of blood could not be stopped, 
and death could not be warded off by medical 
science. The condition of the body indicated 
general health, although he had consumption 
of the lungs, which was practically stationary, 
there being noevidence of active disease. The leg 
was found broken, the result of a railroad 
accident several years ago, when he was do- 
ing duty as a switchman. The bullet which 
was removed from its lodgment was a 38-cali- 
ber and a little out of shape on account of 
its striking the spine and breakingarib. It

This authority for the detention of Schwab 
is said to be entirely insufficient for six rea- 
sons.

in the State, nor does it give warrant of 
authority to Matson to deliver the body to 
Berggren.

confirmation from the tone of certain foreign 
newspapers, which have mistaken the expressions 
of such tourists as those of the American people; 
and 
Waereas, The basis of such reports is evidently 
an erroneous idea as to the reasons which led to 
the selection of Chicago as the location of the 
Exposition; and 
WueereEas, Such reports, being entirely based on 
false assumptions, cannot but be harmful to the 
purposes of the Exposition ; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That in the opinion of this commis- 
sion the act of Congress selecting Chicago as the 
location of the Exposition was wisely and ad- 
visedly taken; and 8 
Resolved, That this commission hereby signifies 
its unqualified approval of the selection of Chica- 
go, and hereby places itself on record as having 
found every pledge made by the advocates of Chi- 

cago before Congress fully and absolutely fulfilled.

boast of, and that there is every prospect of the 
Exposition being of such a character, internation-

BUTTER WORTH’S N TO THE FARN- 


The Herald has been making morning and 


World’s Fair Directors, because he made a 
political speech at the Kane County Fair at 
Aurora last week. Under most circum- 

stances there would be manifest impropriety 
in any one connected with the World's Fair 
doing or saying aught that savored of politics, 
because it is in the bond that the great Na- 
tional Exposition is to be kept clear from 
even the suspicion of party. 

But Secretary Butterworth seems to have 
been judged too harshly. Long before he 
was appointed or talked of as Secretary he had 
made an agreement to speak at the Aurora 
Fair in reply to Gen. Black, who was put down 
for the preceding day. It would have been un- 


‘gracious to break that promise and it would 


have left the Kane County people in the 
lurch. The promise having been made it had 
to be kept. As Mr. Butterworth’s speech was 
to be a reply to that of Gen. Black its nature 
depended necessarily on that of the former. 
Mr. Butterworth was on the defensive, not the 
aggressive. As Gen. Black talked about what 
he called the mortgage-ridden state of the 
Ilhnois farmers, Mr. Butterworth explained 
that a mortgage is not necessarily a curse, but 
that borrowed capital which enables a farmer 
to fence and drain his land or stock it with 
cattle may be as much of a blessing to him as 
to the manufacturer, whom it enables to in- 
crease his plant, Nor is there, for that mat- 
ter, any politics in mortgages. The platform 
of no party condemns them. They are not 
an issue on which men are running for 
office. As for the tariff, it can be discussed 
without appealing to political animosities. 
There was nothing m what Mr. Butterworth 
said on this subject to stir up any ill-feeling. 
From the point of view of the politician his 
whole speech was a moderate, unimpassioned 
one. Heis far from being an ultra-protec- 
tionist. Heis more for reciprocity than for 
high duties. But for the fact that he who made 
it is connected with the Fair the Herald would 
have taken no exception to it. 

It is not worth the fuss which has been 
made about it. It might have been better, in 
view of his relation. to the World’s Fair, had 
it not been delivered, but neither the speaker 
nor those who listened to him saw any harm 
in the address to the Kane County farmers. 


THE FOOL FRIENDS OF PROTECTION. 
The Wisconsin State Journal has the follow- 


ing asinine paragraph: 

The Madison Democrat, assisted by Tae Cm- 
cAGO Tripune, is having a spasm about the Glass 
Trust and the increased duties on glass. In spite 
of the Glass Trust, under the present duties on 
glass there were imported during last year and 
consumed by the American people nearly $8,000,- 
000 worth of foreign-made glass. Mr. La Follette, 
being a protectionist, naturally favors the adjust- 
ment of tariff duties so gs to enable our manufact- 
urers to make at least a portion of this enormous 
importation of glass. 

Of the window-glass used in this country the 
imported part pays duties which average 104 
per cent. The glass-works of the United 
States have the capacity to produce all the 
window-glass used. They have as good and as 
cheap sand as can be found anywhere. Many 
of the concerns have the cheapest and most 
perfect fuel in the world in the shape of natu- 
ral gas. Some of those in Indiana and Ohio 
have been given sites and other bonuses by the 
towns in which they settled. Yet they claim 
that they cannot compete with the foreign 
producer, though protected by a duty which 
makes it unpossible to sell here what cost him 
a dollar for less than $2.25 to $2.50, including 
freight. 

This glass industry has been protected for 
the last hundred years and for twenty-uine 
years highly protected, and according to the 
statements of the manufacturers is not able 
to stand alone yet, even with the aia of a pro- 
tective duty of 104 per cent! The natural con- 
clusion to be drawn from this is that the 
glass business is an exotic; that it is a tender 
tropical plant, which can no more be accli- 
mated here than the banana or the cocoanut, 
and that the best thing to do would be to 
recognize that fact, take off the duty, and not, 
same as off coffee or sugar, make the consum- 
ers forever pay enormous bounties and duties 
to build up a sickly industry which will never 
come to manhood. After a hundred years of 
trial the attempt to induce Louisiana to sup- 
ply the country with sugar has been given up. 
If the glass business cannot thrive without 
higher duties than 104 per cent is it not time 
to give it up, too? 

But instead of doing that the House pro- 
poses largely to increase duties on the public, 
and that, too, ata time when the House seés 
that the manufacturers large and small are 
“pooling their issues,“ organizing a trust, 
and preparing to fry the fat out of the con- 
sumer, This is one of those performances 
which put in the hands of the opponents of 
protection their most effective weapons. The 
senseless Madison sheet which advocates in- 
creasing duties under such circumstances is 
the worst enemy of the cause it professes to 
be defending. The Wisconsin State Journal 
hurts protection more than all the free-trade 
papers in the State, for it champions those 
excrescences and malformations of protection 
which ought to be removed, and creates the 
impression that sheets like it are hired organs 
of organized robbers. 

It is such abominations as this glass - busi- 
ness that Mills and men like him quote when 
they make their wild assaults on all protec- 
tion. And when men who are undecided con- 
cerning tariff matters see papers which call 
themselves protection organs defending such 
an iniquity as the increased duty on glass 
they jump at the conclusion that Mr. Mills’ 
tariff tirade is as true on all points as it is on 
this, and they cast their votes for free trade.

THE INDUSTRIAL CHANGES OF ACENTURY 
The details of the bequest made by Ben 


Franklin to the City of Philadelphia, which 


have already appeared in Taz Trrsunsz, sug- 
gest the consideration of a great industrial 
change which has occurred since Franklin’s 
day; and which probably never once entered 
into the mind of the old philosopher when he 
made his will and left a portion of his money 
to be devoted to the industrial education of 
mechanics. He probably never conceived 
that the time would come so quickly when 
there would be no Philadelphia boys who 
could make application under the terms of 
the bequest, because there are none in that 
city who serve apprenticeships and learn com- 
plete trades. His intentions have been nulli- 
fied by the change. There are no apprentices 
in Philadelphia such as he contemplated. The 
young men are no longer indentured and 
graduated as artisans, as they were in his day. 
Our mechanics now are imported or they are 
the sons of imported mechanics, who serve at 
their trade for no specified length of time and 
are not bound by indentures. 

It is a serious question how the trustees, 
therefore, can comply with this provision of 
the will where there are no applicants under 
the rule laid down by Franklin and can be 
none. If he had left millions for this purpose, 
instead of the moiety of the thousand 
pounds, the result would have been the same. 
So that part of the bequest has failed and 
probably all that can be done is to let the 
$26,000 lie another century and grow by 
aceretion, Perhaps in 1990 posterity may 
have wisdom enough to devise some way of 
placing the large accumulation where it will 
do the most good. ‘Meanwhile the idle fund 
has no other value than to illustrate this 
great industrial change. In Franklin’s day 
to learn a trade meant to learn all the parts 
of that trade. The boy who learned the trade 
of wagonmaking, shoemaking, or tailoring, 
when he was graduated from his apprentice- 
ship knew how to make a whole wagon, shoe, or 
suit of clothes: Now he knows how to make a 
hub, or spoke, or shaft, or box; to fashion a 
sole or stitch ati upper; or to cut the 
cloth, sew a seam, work a buttonhole, 
but not to make a complete garment. 
The work is nowadays all subdivided, and the 
completed fabric or structure is the outcome 
of many hands working on separate parts 
only. Nothing is finished by one mechanic, 
as it was then done, because in Franklin’s 
time there was little labor-saving machinery. 
It was all or nearly all manual work. Even 
the steam engine scarcely had been invented, 
and for the most part windmills and overshot 
water-wheels furnished power. There was 
scarcely anything which could be utilized 
beyond horse power. From this compara- 
tively low industrial standpoint it was as im- 
possible for Franklin to see the outcome of 
his generosity at the close of the hundred 
years as it was for him to conceive of electric 
lights, motors, telegraphs, and telephones 
when he was flying his kite to catch and har- 
ness the lightning, 


MILLS’ WILD FIGURES. 

Congressman Mills of Texas is probably 
the most reckless of all the politicians in the 
United States who essay the handling of gta- 
tistical figures. One might think he does not 
know anything about the value of such figures 
as exponents of actual facts, and is not suffi- 
ciently wise to be aware how dangerous it is 
for men like himself to play with them, as 
children with edge tools. He talks glibly of ex- 
porting 477,000,000 bushels of grain to England 
alone, presumably in 1888, as that is the year 
named by him in quoting an export of 10,000,- 
000 bushels to South America. The truth is 
that our total exports of grain to all countries, 
including flour reduced to its equivalent in 
wheat, were only about 145,000,000 bushels for 
the year ending with June, 1888, and a little 
more than 155,000,000 in the next succeeding 
twelve months. In neither of these years 
were they one-third as much as claimed by 
him, and if the quantities sent to other coun- 
tries than England be deducted from the 
stated aggregates, the error of this Calhoun 
exponent of free-trade doctrine becomes still 
wider. Great Britain is not one-quarter so 
good a stomer for our breadstuffs as 
claimed by him in his wild orations to the 
people of Wisconsin. 


A TRADE paper publishes cuts of the appear- 
ance of wheat stalks obtained this year on two 
distinct sections of the same farm near Huron, 
S. D., the land having previously been seeded 
to wheat for eight years in succession without 
the use of any feriilizer, and still further im- 
poverished by the wasteful burning of the 
stubble each fall. One section was irrigated 
from an artesian well, and yielded twenty- 
three bushels to the acre, the grain being of 
good quality, while the non-irrigated turned 
out but an average of four bushels of wheat, 
which graded rejected. The contrast is re-
